that Byrne does not teach "the claims contain an element or step for for selecting in the case of that the handover is necessary, which 
commulcation or communications are handed over", Byrne teaches "substantially simultaneously communicate with repective radio 
systems during said handover of a call from the the first radio system to the second radio system for communicating with said respectiv 
radio systems" (see col.3 lines 56-60) . And, with argument respect to claim 39, Byrne discloses in the abstract "Communication with 
respective radio telephone system may be simultaneously continued during handover until the handover is complete", which reads on "a 
call being place on hold or the handover of a call placed on hold". 
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
